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3. (Currently Amended) The inhalable powder p harmaceutical composition according to 
claim wherein the anticholinergic is a tiotropium salt with a counter ion select e d from is 
tiotropium chloride, tiotropium b romide, tiotropium iodide, tiotropium p -toluene sulfonate, or 
tiotropium m ethvlsulfate. 

4. (Currently Amended) The inhalable powder p harmaceutical composition of claim 3, 
wherein the counter ion tiotropium salt is tiotropium bromide. 

5. (Currently Amended) The inhalable powder p harmaceutical composition according to 
claim 1, wherein the steroid is selected from the group consisting of: flunisolide, 
beclomethasone, triamcinolone, budesonide, fluticasone, mometasone, ciclesonide, 
rofleponide, GW 215864, KSR 592, ST-126, and dexamethasone. 

6. (Currently Amended) The inhalable powder p harmaceutical composition according to 
claim 2i, wherein the steroid is selected from the group consisting of: flunisolide, 
beclomethasone, triamcinolone, budesonide, fluticasone, mometasone, ciclesonide, 
rofleponide, GW 215864, KSR 592, ST-126, and dexamethasone. 

7. (Currently Amended) The inhalable powder p harmaceutical composition according to 
claim 3, wherein the steroid is selected from the group consisting of: flunisolide, 
beclomethasone, triamcinolone, budesonide, fluticasone, mometasone, ciclesonide, 
rofleponide, GW 215864, KSR 592, ST-126, and dexamethasone. 

8. (Currently Amended) The inhalable powder pharmaceutical composition according to 
claim 3, wherein the steroid is selected from the group consisting of: flunisolide, 
beclomethasone, triamcinolone, budesonide, fluticasone, mometasone, ciclesonide, and 
dexamethasone. 



9. (Currently Amended) The inhalable powder p harmaceutical composition according to 
claim 1, wherein the weight ratios of the anticholinergic to the steroid are in the range of from 
1:300 to 50:1.
